■ Story ojthe Opera "THE MAGIC FLUTE” 


(DIE ZAUBERPLOTE) 


AN OPERA IN TWO ACTS 


(By WOLFGANG A. MOZART) 

Words by Emanuel Jo-hann Schiskaneder and Gieske. Time: Egypt. about 
the Reign of Rameses I. (First produced 30th September, 1791, in Vienna) 

At the opening of the Opera. Tamino, att ir ed in a Japansse costume, Is 
being chased by some strange monster. His cries bring thr.ee ladies on the 
scene who slay the monster and comfort Tamino. wno has fa.nted. The 
three* ladies consider the young Prince as likely to aid their mistress, the 
Queen of Night, to recover her daughter whom she has lost. They show 
him a miniature of the Princess (Pamina), of whom he immediately be- 
comes enamoured. vowing to become her champion. For his m.ssion he is 
endowed with a Magic Flute, which will keep him safe from .every danger; 
three youths of the Temple to guide him to his destination and eniighten 
him with wise counsels. and a Bird-catcher (Papageno) for a servant. 
Thus this much-guarded hero proceeds to the abode of the High Priest 
(Sarastro) who has taken Pamina away from her mother’s evil influence. 
On comin’g to the gates of the Temple, he ascertains from a Priest 
(Speaker) that Pamina is still living. The chatftering servant (Papageno) 
meanwhile has effected an entrance and persuaded Pamina to escape witn 
him and seek Tamino (whom she has not yet seen). They fly, but are 
overtaken and bound in f etters by a Moor (Monostatos) and some slaves, 
who are responsible for the guardianship of Pamina. The High Priest ol 
Isis (Sarastro) discovers how false Monostatos is and ohases him away. 
He then decrees that the lovers shall undergo a course of probation in the 
sanctuary—the principal obligation being one of strict silence, specially 
applicable to Tamino and his servant, Papageno. In stating that Pamina 
is lost we wish to convey the knowledge that she is only lost to the evil 
influence of her Mother, the Queen of Night. Like her imaginarv lover— 
because of their auest of Light and Truth—they naturally proceed in the 
diirection of the Temple, representing, as it does, the fulfiiment of their 
hearts’ desire. 


The opening of the second act reveals Tamino at the northern prates of 
the Temple. He desires to rend his veil of darkness and to penetrate the 
realms of light. On admission. Pamina, meeting Tamino bv chance, fails 
to appreciate his ordeal of silence and imagines him to be estranged. Her 
mother then works on her feelings to kill Sarastro, causing Pamina to lose 
her reason for a short time. The lovers go through what is called the 
ordeal of fire and water. We have already noted tihe entry of the Priests of 
the Temple. accompanied by Sarastro, guiding Tamino. as representing 
Evil, through a probationary period of enlightenment. for his meeting with 
Pamina as representing Goodnes.. This is not easily accomplished. as is 
evidencsd. Much of the great drama of this opera is lightened by the 
character of Papageno. who al one fails to keep his silence. We see him 
having a padlock put on his mouth by the three ladies to stop his chatter- 
ing of untruths. We see him latpr cb^sterpd nnd tvs nue^ r,o oe again in 
the woods. with even water to drink, is answered by the appearance of an 
old woman in disguise, who. later, throwing off her cloak. reveals a lovely 
voung woman fPapagena). who offers to take him away from his imprlson- 
msnt if he can be but true to all that Goodness demands. The opera ends 
by the disappearance from the earth of all the characters associated with 
evil—namely Queen of Night the three ladies and Monostatos. and the 
triumph of * Sarastro, his Priests, Priestesses, Tamino, Pamina, etc., over 
the forces of evil.

Quartet: Pamina and Youths—“Come, friendly Steel.” Duet: Pamina and 
Tamino—“The flames drew round us.” Solo then Dusit: Papageno and 
Papagena—“ Pa-pa-pa.” Quintet: Queen. Ladies, Monostatos—“Sof tly, sof tly.” 
Finale: Chorus and Principals—“ For you shines forth.”
